GENERAL LA FAYETTE.—Our limits will 
not permit more than a brief notice of the route of 
the Nation’s Guest, since he left Baltimore. —His 
reception into every City, County and Town, par- 
take of the same enthusiastic feelings of welcome, 
which he previously experienced since his landing 
in our. Country—since leaving Baltimore, he 
has visited Washington, Georgetown, Alexandria, 
Mount Vernon, (where repose the ashes of the il- 
lustrious Washington,) thence down the Potomac 
to Yorktown, in Virginia, where a splendid mili- 
tary review in honor of his visit, took place on the 
19th Oct. being the anniversary of the surrender 
of the British army under Cornwallis, to the com- 
bined forces of krance and America, in 1781. The 
General then proceeded io Williamsburg—thence 
to Norfolk, Richmond and Petersburg ; in each ci- 
ty greeted by military parades, Balls, &c. &c.— 
From Petersburg he returned to Richmond, 
where he received the honors of a dinner, given to 
him by the fraternity of Free Masons.—lrom R. 
he arrived at Monticello, the seat oi Mr. Jefferson, 
with whom he spentsome time—visited Charlottes- 
ville, and partook of a splendid dinner given at the 
University of Virginia, at which both Mr. Jeffer- 
son and Mr. Madison were present. His route 
thence, may probably thus be laid down—to Mont- 
pelier. the seat of Mr. Madison—to Fredericks- 
burg—Washington (where he will meetghe Con- 
gress of the U. S.) thence to Baltimore—wucere he 
will attend the cattle show of the Maryland Agvi- 
cultur@l Society, on the 23d Inst.—then back to 
Washington—thro’ Caroline county, to Richmond, 
(where he may arrive the latter end of December 
or the Ist of January, and where he will have an 
opportunity of meeting the Legislature of Virginia) 
—thence to the two Carolinas, and we presume to 
Georgia—back to Washington, (where he may 
probably arrive towards the latter end of February.)

EMIGRATION TO HAYTI.—A fine ship, 
having more than three hundred emigrants of Co- 
lor, sailed on Monday last from this port to Hayti, 
and we understand many hundreds are preparing 
to follow the example.—The government, the cli- 
mate, and the soil of Hayti, hold out great induce 
ments, and there is no doubt but a very large por- 
tion of our free colored population will promptls 
avail themselves of the great advantages thus pla- 
ced within their reach. 





A proclamation of the president of Hayti has 
been received at New. York, announcing the failure 
of the mission to France—the refusal of the French 
government to acknowledge the independence of 
the republic—and exhorting the inhabitants to be 
prepared to resist any attempt that France may con- 
template with a view te its subjugation.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE.—Arrivals at 
New York from London and Liverpool, furnish 
{uropean papers of recent dates. — Those of Lon- 
don to the 8th, and Liverpool to the 10th of Octo- 
ber. 

The late King of FRANCE, Louis XVIIL. 
having departed this life on the 10th Sept. mber, 
has been succeeded to the throne by Charles X. 
and who entered Paris on the 27th of Septem 
ber, on which occasion he was received with the 
utmost enthusiasm, although the rain fell in tor- 





rents. 
dressed by the Archbishop, who expressed his 
grief on the death of the late King, and congratu- 
lated his Majesty on his accession to the throne. 

One of the first acts of the new king, was to 
abolish the Censorship of the Press, and in conse- 
quence of this, the Paris Coustitutionel of the Ist 
of October, contains the account of the arrival of 
Gen. La Fayette in New York. 

A very jndicious measure has also been adopted 
in France with regard to the intended new coinage. 
A prize of 10,000 francs is offered for the best en- 
graving of the head of his present Majesty ; so that 
the common circulating coin of the country will not 
only render the countenance of the King familiar to 
his subjects but will also serve as a memorial of the 
progress of the arts in France. 

The intelligence from SPAIN continues to re- 
prescnt that country as in a very distracted state.— 
The King amid all the confusion and misery which 
surrounded him, has declared that he would never 
acknowledge. either the Loans made by the Cortes, 
or the independence of the new states of America.

BALTIMORE CITY COURT, 
Movember Term, 1824. 
STATE, vs. ELIZABETH JOHNSON. 


| This was an indictment against the traverser, 
'Mrs. Johnson, commonly known by the name of 
| Mother Johnson, i¥ keeping a house which was 
| frequented by disorderly persons, to the great an- 
noyance of the whole neighbourhood. 

It appeared in evidence that Mrs. Johnson was 
the keeper of an establishment called the Harford 
Hotel, and that on Tuesday and Friday evenings 
she held her balls which were honored by the pre- 
sence of a grcat many well dressed ladies, as also by 
the company of well dressed gentlemen of all ages. 
These balls were attended by at least eighty per- 
sons every night, and whenever they took place, the 
bells, knockers, &c. &c. were kept in perpetual 
motion between the hours of one and two o’clock 
in the night, by the gentry as they passed to and 
fro, not much to the satisfaction of the good people 
in that vicinity. It also appeared that young trees, 
benches and signs, suffered severely from the at- 
tacks made on them by the visitors of this esta- 
blishment, and that the watchmen were insulted 
and set at defiance by the joint efforts of the ladies 
and gentlemen. 

Such was the spirit and zeal manifested by Mrs. 
Johnson’s customers on the ball nights, that it be- 
came necessary for the Mayor to detail an extra 
posse of watchmen on these occasions to prevent 
the bloods from “ setting the city to rights,’’ all of 
which cost the good people of Baltimore for two 
months somewhere about $90. 

It appears that some of the visitors of this esta 
tablishment frequently adjourned to the Watch 
House at the termination of the ball. 

The counsel for the traverser endeavored to 
show that this was no disorderly house, as it was 
a tavern frequented by genteel people, and asked 
one of the watchmen to state what kind of cusco- 
mers the Harford Hotel was supported by—the 
watchman declared that he could enumerate and 
naine many of those who figured at this hotel, and 
| was on the point of naming some when he was sud: 
denly stopped by the Attorney General and the 
counsel for the traverser, as it was quite unneces 
eary. 

Itappears that many persons came and went 
away in carriages, the noise of which at a late hour; 
| was extremely disagreeable to the peaceable neigh 
bors. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty.
